these are limited in number and variety by the special purpose of 
each journal: literary, historical, Orientalist, anthropological, 
etc. For these reasons, Language must, of necessity, limit itself 
to the publication of finished articles on topics of primary impor-

Considering the limita- 
tions of mimeographing, we are relatively fortunate in being able 
to use a typewriter, the property of the German Department of Uni- 
versity College, University of Toronto, which has a wide range of 
special characters, including numerous: accents and other marks in 
addition to a nearly complete International Phonetic Alphabet, pre- 
sumably sufficient for all: our work, provided that non-Roman alpha- 
betic characters, such as Greek, are excluded. Bulletin 2, issued 
at the same time as the present Bulletin, exhibits the resources of 
this typewriter.

The style rules of Language (as codified in Bulletin No. 14 of 
the LSA, 1941) are adopted for the guidance of contributors. Italic 
type, small_capitals, and boldface are represented by underlinings; 
they should be used very sparingly. All characters and marks can be 
shifted and combined freely: note’, 24: e, 3 &, v, [sxn's], "Ok. 
The tables below show the basic signs now available and a few of 
the many thousand combinations. Others will be added to the stock 
if they promise to be generally useful and can be made by pruning 
and turning commercial typewriter types; otherwise the author must 
furnish the piece of type himself, and the typist will keep it for 


continuation, discussion, and rejoinder,
